July 13—lIt is 
many years since an Eastern Yacht

| WASHINGTON, "July 13—Forty-four 
and four-tenths cents of each dollar 
‘paid for steam transportation of pas- 
‘semgers and freight by the people of 
the United States eventually finds its

on the pay rolls of railroads. 

This is the so-called “labor factor” 
in transportation or was during 1922, 
official reports for which have just 
|come into possession of the Govern- 
ment. 
| The reports indicate that railroad 
labor is becoming more efficient. 
| In 1920 the la factor was 55.4 
‘cents, the highest in 10 years. The 
following year ghe factor was reduced 
ito 46.9 cents, meaning that workers 
'handled more freight and passengers 
at a lower cost per unit for each 
class of transportation. 

Railroad managers, in recent hear- 
ings before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, have repeatedly sought 
to show that high wages made it im- 
possible to reduce rates. Wages exert 
an influence on the cost of transpor- 
tation to the public in direct propor- 
tion to the labor factor, which is 
shown to be not so influential as 
other factors of cost lumped together.

AMES LOGAN, president of the United States Envelope Company, with 
headquarters in Worcester, Mass., is of Scottish ancestry. The Logans 
arrived in America when James was three months old, and he was not 10 

years old when he went to work in the Parkhurst Woolen Mill, near Worces- 


ter. Factory hours in those days were from 5 a. m. to7 p.m, Neither then 
nor later did James Logan have much time for schooling, but he has since 
lectured on business topics at Dartmouth ‘College, at Harvard University, 
Wellesley College and the Worcester Polytechnic Institute. He received 
an honorary degree of Master of Arts at Dartmouth in 1904, 

After a few years in mill and factory, young Logan took a business 
course Which he utilized with different firms, until in 1878 he found a more 
congenial employment in. the envelope factory of G. Henry: Whitcomb & 
Co.. where he learned every detail of the business. Later,. with two part- 
ners, he organized the Logan, Swift & Brigham Envelope Company, 
equipped with the largest plant of its kind in the country. 

In 1898 the company became part of the United States Envelope Com- 
pany? into which 10 of the principal -envelope-making concerns of the 
country were consolidated. For four years, beginning in 1907, he gave the 
city of Worcester a business administration as Mayor. In his term: of 
office, playgrounds were provided, water rates reduced and a model trade 
school was opened. His friendship for Andrew Carnegie brought the city 
three libraries. 

Mr. Logan’s public services have been many. He has been a trustee 
of the Worcester County Institution for Savings, and for several years 
was president of the Worcester County Mechanics Association, a director 
of the old board of trade and a trustee. of the Worcester Polytechnic 
Institute. For many years Mr. Logan has been a member of the Y. M. 
C. A. executive council, and his time and money have been used freely 
for charitable and religious works. ’

In the 
case of the New York Central, one 
stimulua to employees tsa furnished 
in the publishing in the company 
magasine of all commendatory letters, 
mentioning employees by name. 
Whether this results in any immedi- 
ate reward is not khown, vet it Ia 
obvious that it brings their names to 
the favorable attentio#® of all officers 

Unfortunately, train service cannot 
be inspected properly by railroad offi- 
clals, for their presence on a train is 
immediately known to all members of 
the crew, who presumably “watch 
their step’ while under such survell- 
lance, It would seem that inspections 
of this sort might better be performed 
by parties not khown to the trian 
crews and who, by not traveling on 
passes, would not be suapected of 
having a railroad connection. 

A fact which sometimes is lost sight 
of is that the opinions of the public 


are predicated upon their observations | 
upon the actual contact which they | 
have with railroad employees. |

Thus, every opportunity should be 
sought to ingure such opinions being 
favorable. The conductor, for in-

is no art or craft that of- 
@ fers greater success to the ama- 
‘& teur who is willing to follow 
simple directions and take a little 
care, than home dyeing. 
really no such thing as luck in dye- 
ing, though we often hear of it. Fol- 
* jowing certain simple and definite 
roles results in success, whereas 
failure to ebserve these rules means 
defeat. Choose the right color, handle 
your material as it ought to be han- 
- dled, and use the correct method of 
dyeing and it will be impossible for 
you to get anything but clear, even 
colors. : | 
In choosing a color for redyeing, it 
is always possible to dye with the 
same shade or a darker tone of the 
same shade. Obviously, it is never 
possible to get a clear light color over 
@ dark one. In reality, dyeing is like 
@ sum in addition—we are adding new 
color to the shade already existing in 
the cloth and the resulting shade is 
produced by the addition or combina- 
tion of the two colom. If the cloth is 
white or almost white, the finished 
* dyeing will be the shade of the dye 
used. When the material is sturdy 
and strong, it is« well: to boil off a 
good deal of the old color, for a. wider 
range of new. colors is possible where 
the old color is weakened. The fol- 
lowing color tabulation will help: 
Rules for Color Combinations 
A good light .blue is obtained only 
over white or very light tints. Light 
blue, used over yellow, gives green 
and over pink gives a deep lavender. 


Over orange it gives a:brown tone and | 


over gray will give a bluish gray. Over 
any of the darker shades it does not 
affect the color and should not be 
used, bai 

A good dark blue may be obtained 
over light blue or over medium shades 
of blue or gray. Over pink or tones 
of red it will have a purplish cast and 
over yellow will show an olive-green, 
and ovér orange a brownish tone. Dark 
blue should not be used over green, 
dark green, brown or seal browp and

and with light. red to give an orange. 

Orange should be dyed only dver 
white or very light colors. It should 
never be used over any tone of blue 
or green, as it will work to a dis- 
agreeable shade. : 

Gray should be used only over white 
or very light colors, but 1t may be 
used in connection with other shades, 
when it is desired to soften any tone 
to make it harmonize with another 
color. 

/ Handling the Material 

After choosing the right color, the 
question is how to handle the material 
and prepare it for dyeing. Of course, 
it is necessary to rip out tight plaits 
or gathers and remove linings. Bone 
buttons are not affected by dyeing, but 
celluloid buttons would be spoiled. 


Tricolette is an artificial silk mate- 
rial and some grades are weakened by 
boiling. Some of it is. quite strong 
enough. to be dyed, but it is well to 
test a sample by boiling in plain 
water. first. If it will stand the boil- 
ing temperature and not pull apart 
while still wet, it may be dyed, for 
there is nothing in dye that could in- 
jure even the most delicate material. 
Pongee or rajah silks take up dye very 
slowly and require about twice as 
much dye as ordinary materials. Sat- 
ins and taffetas are sometimes heavily 
loaded and they should be rinsed in 
very hot water first. While dyeing, 
keep the dye bath at a very gentle 
simmer. 

There are three important points in 
the correct method of dyeing which 
are often neglected: First, use the cor- 
rect amount of dye; second, be sure 
your dye receptacle is large enough 
to float the* goods easily; third, stir 
constantly. 

The correct amount of dye to the 
weight ef material is given on the 


\but never of iron. or galvanized iron. 
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package of dye. It is usually in the 
ratio of one package of. dyes to one. 
pound of material. To increase the 
depth of shade, you:may wse‘more dye 
to the weight of material. By adding 
water to the dye. bath, you do. not 
weaken the resulting color, use it 
4s the amount of dye for the weight 
of material that governs the shade. 
Thus you might dye a garment weigh- 


ing ohe pound with a package of dye) 


in two, four or six gallons ‘of water 


without changing the. shade.. The|. 


larger volume of’ water means that. 
the garment will float easily and not. 
be cramped. It is only material 
which is crowded togethér in the dye 
bath that comes out uneven in color. 

By prescribing constant stirring we 
do not mean to advise lifting wet ma- 
terial high and turning it over fre- 
quently. Just keep the material well 
opened out and turned over in the 
dye bath, so that the color. can reach 
all parts evenly. ‘If one portion of 


the material is allowed to sink to the; 


bottém of the kettle where the heat 
is intense, the color will go on in 
that portion more quickly and, if 
other portions rise to the surface and 
float above the dye liquid, they cannot 
take on the dye. 

To prepare your dye bath, dissolve 
the dye as directed on the package 
and add it to the large receptacle 
which should centain sufficient water 
to cover the goods easily. The dye- 
ing receptacle may be made of tin, 
brass, porcelain, copper or agateware, 


The usual time allowed for dyeing 


is one-half hour. You can tell how 
the shade is coming by lifting a single’ 
fold to the light and looking through | 
it. This will give approximately the) 
shade the material will be when dry. 

Thorough rinsing is important, as} 
looge dye, not rinsed out-of the ma-) 
terial, is apt to crack when worn.

Gathering Flower Seeds 


| HETHER gathering flower seeds 
| be merely a tedious effort, or 
a fascinating pastime, depends 
solely upon one’s viewpoint. To me 
it seems there is no more delightful 
‘thing to do. There is : something 
truly marvelous in a flower seed. Just 
a speck, it may be, yet left to nature's 
‘jmanagement, it will reproduce its 
kind—a gloriously colored, indescriba- 
bly formed, exquisitely fragrant flower. 
The choicest seeds may be harvested 
from one’s own flower garden and, if 
properly cared for, they are as sure 
to germinate and grow, repeating the 
beauty of the flowers, from which they 
‘came, as those purchased at high 
‘market prices in printed packets. Have 
you ever noticed what a small quan- 
‘tity or number of seeds a 10 or 15- 
cent packet contains? Often one of 
‘these packets will hold no more 
‘than a dozen seeds. And this price

'to. name and color; the cataloguing,

Tue thoughts of people everywhere are turned toward 
Alaska. The visit of President Harding and his party 
| to that far northern country has 
acted as a stimulant to what has, 
unhappily, been a languishing 
interest in the welfare of the 
people of that Territory. How 
habitually do we all permit our- 
selves to be influenced by an 
unusual happening or some new 
activity in a locality regarding which we heretoforé may 
have had but vagué knowledge! A balloonist or airplane 
pilot sails over or alights upon some spot far removed 
from the beaten path, and aH eyes follow him. Atlases 
and geographies are consulted by those anxious to learn 
something of the newly explored land. The revival of 
interest at such times is general. } 

Thus attention has been centered upon Alaska. Im- 
mediately it has come under the spotlight of unwonted 
publicity. Its beauties have been exploited, its resources 
described, and the habits and the dress of its citizens 
favorably commented upon. The telegraph and the 
radio, with the aid of the press, have shortened the miles 
and leagues and, at least for the time being, made neigh- 
bers of these people who are more fully realizing that 
they have much in common. In the revealing light which 
is shed it is discovered that there is a common welfare 
to be conserved, and that instead of jealousies and 
selfish differences, if, indeed, any ever existed, .there ts 
common cause, a single great purpose, to be defended or 
accomplished. — 

The experience is valuable and enlightening, because 
it can be accepted as truly indicative of social and polit- 
ical conditions the world over. Could the people of every 
country be made to realize the hopes and ambitions, the 
problems, the discouragements, the achievements along 
the lines of progress, of their neighbors everywhere, and 
if they could have the opportunity, untrammeled by 
political or partisan fear and selfishness, to take some part 
in solving those problems and contributing to the per- 
manent success and happiness of their brethren, all would 
be benefited. 

Strictly speaking, the problem of one nation or people 
is the problem of the world. Alaska is separated from 
the mainland of the United States only by distance. The 
hopes and aims.of the American people are in every sense 
of the werd mutual. The visit of the President has 
emphasized, although it has in no way changed, this rela- 
tionship. How wonderfully helpful it would be if the 
realization of this true relationship might come to the 
peoples of.all countries, no matter what the distances 
separating them. It is an encouraging sign of the times 
that the world is gaining a better understanding of this 
common obligation and of the need of concerted pro- 
gressive effort along a straight course.

| <A. D., be provided for by the 
Anniversary people of the United States. Ad- 
vocates of the plan insist that 
what was .once regarded as a 
mere legend has now come to be accepted as an estab- 
lished fact.. The achievement was celebrated in song 
and story for hundreds of years in Norway, Iceland, and 
Greenland. It is stated by Harry Sundby-Hansen, sec- 
retary of the New York Chapter, that the so-called legend 
is supported by records, duly authenticated, in the Vati- 
can at Rome. Now it is proposed that the American 
people, in grateful recognition of the right of Ericson 
to an honor long withheld, by a proper observance of 
recurring anniversaries, commit themselves to the theory 
that the discovery is historically corroborated. 
» It requires long vision to look backward more than 
900 years to the autumn of the year 1000, and, unaided 
by visible proofs, to reconstruct the picture of the hardy 
Leif, son of Eric the Red, leading his dauntless band 
of Christian missionaries to shores uttknown to them 
and uninhabited by any who spoke their language. It is 
disclaimed that the desire of the Norsemen and_ their 
descendants is to upset any accepted theory or to rob 
Columbus of any honor that has rightfully been accorded: 
It is true, as admitted, that the first movement toward 
the New World by Europeans was following the dis- 
covery of an island in the West Indies. But this, if the 
Norse claim be regarded as authenticated, was almost 
500 years after the voyage of Leif Ericson. It is inter- 
esting also to bear in mind the fact that it is claimed that 
Columbus, as late as the year 1477, fifteen vears before 
his adventure into the waters of the uncharted seas, went 
to Iceland to discuss with the people of that Nation the 
question as to the possible existence of a continent in 
the western ocean. 

But the ambitious and patriotic Norsemen seem not 
at all anxious to establish the individual exclusive right 
of Ericson to the honor which Americans stand. ready 
to accord. Above and beyond this, they seek to estab- 
lish, more definitely than by saga and myth, the intrepid- 
ity and daring of their hardy forbears. - Supplementing, 
if not actually, supporting, the Ericson discovery theory, 
is that more mythical legend relating to the alleged ex- 
istence of a Norse. colony in Greenland as early as the 
vear 985, and the further claim that in 998 or 999 a 
Norseman called Biarne Herjulfson sailed directly from 
his home in Norway to “his. father’s winter abode” in 
Greenland. Meeting adverse winds, it is claimed that 
he sighted the shores of America somewhere along the 
Newfoundland or Labrador coasts, but that if is alto-

One said “Here at last is the assistance needed for 
years. Now China has the chance it has long deserved. 
Now we shall see the skein untangled by those most 
concerned. It will be a real untangling, too, not merely 
a superficial smoothing over of continued ill conditions.” 
The other group remarked: “We should like to accept 
so pleasant a theory, but hard. facts in China's social 
and political and financial complex prevent. The tuchuns 
will quarrel worse than ever in the freer field you have 
ringed in for them. The people will continue apathetic, 
leaving public affairs severely alone. The situation will 
soon become so threatening to the peace of the whole 
Orient that outsiders will just have to lay hand to it once 
more,” 

Has China given answer? “Hope springs etérnal,”’ 
even in human breasts studying the drift of events in 
the Pacific basin, and it may be premature yet to say 
that the case has been passed upon finally in the occur- 
rences of the past eight weeks. Perhaps the message 
sent the provinces by the national Chamber of Com- 
merce is to prove a (tardy!) first step in a bettering direc- 
tion. Perhaps it is all but another instance of that ‘“‘dark- 
est just before dawn” proverb. ‘Thus far, however, it 
is clear that the second of the arguments, summarized 
above, has shown itself the more nearly right. Opinion 
“on the spot’ is to such effect, at least. The American 
Association in China and the American Chamber of Com- 
merce, at Shanghai, have urged Secretary Hughes: to 
throw the weight of the United States into the Chinese 
scales in these seven ways: 


Suspension of all benefits to China under the Arms 
Conference. @ 

Disarmament of Chinese troops and their return to 
their homes. 

The placing of Chinese finances under foreign super- 
vision. 

Foreign guards to be placed upon all lines of com- 
munication, land and water. 

Foreign garrisons to be placed at strategic points 
through China. 

Suspension of the return of the Boxer indemnity. 

Co-operation with Great Britain in providing these 
and other remedies for present conditions. 


The recommendations are declared to enjoy the hearty 
approval: ‘‘of substantial Chinese business and banking 
interests,’ who themselves hesitate to act in the premises 
through fear of persecution, though thev ‘deeply depre- 
cate the chaos of today.” 

One may be sure that the Washington State Depart- 
ment will take no such action as here proposed till con- 
vinced that nothing less can correct a state of affairs 
rapidly becoming intolerable. And more unmistakably 
than ever before does the onus of that decision rest, basi- 
cally, with China. 


THE .\merican pastime of forming new political 
parties, Which has beet engaged in by come-outers, radi- 
_* cals, progressives, and variotis 
- other groups of serious thinkers 

at intervals during the past fifty 

years, is again in full swing. 

Preparations are thus _ being 

made for creating this, that and 

the other national party, each of 
which is said to be sure to attract 
nillions of voters to its standard. ‘The history of third- 
party movements, from. the Greenback Party, down 
through the United Labor, Populist, Progressive, and 
Socialist parties, tells the same story of temporary suc- 
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cesses in building up an organization that flourished for 


a time and then went to pieces. To some extent the fail- 
ure of these parties was ‘due to the character of their 
leaders, who were men without the experience or ability 
to organize the popular discontent on a permanent basis. 
Mote often, however, it has been the lack of clear-cut, 
workable proposals for remedying unfavorable economic 
conditions that has prevented the growth of a new 
national party. There has always been a scattering 
minority that can see no good in, nor hope of progress 
from, the old party machines, yet it has been found im- 
possible to secure an*-agreement upon fundamentals that 
would find general acceptance. 

_ The recent conference of. the Farmer-Labor Party in 
Chicago emphasizes the difficulties that await a new party 
that is supposed to represent a class movement. Thete 
are many farmers who are profoundly dissatisfied with 
conditions affecting their industry, and who believe that 
they can secure no substantial relief through either the 
Republican or Democratic parties, but they are not agreed 
as to practical legislative remedies, and would be unable 


_to secure the united support of the rural voters for any 


platform that they might adopt. | 

There is a similar davergence of opinion among the 
workers, whether organized or unorganized, as to legis- 
lation that would improve their condition. As a rule 
Labor favors a high protective tariff, the eight-hour work- 
ing day, the closed shop, and collective bargaining. Many 
of the farmers believe that protection is. of little or no 
benefit to them; they do not want an eight-hour day nor 
the closed shop for farm labor, As against the demand 


for higher union wages for factory workers or railway’ 


employees, the farmers see only the prospect of higher 
prices of goods, or increased freight and passenger rates. 
Some of them favor Governinent ownership of railways; 
others are unalterably opposed to that policy. These are

only a few of the difficulties that would seem to make 
impossible a political alliance of the farmers and workers 
that will command the support of any considerable num- 
ber of the classes to which it appeals. 


Ir 1s, generally conceded that the chief handicap to 
the world’s industrial and commercial progress at pres- 
ent is the European political 
The .renewed weak- 
ness in foreign exchange, par- 
ticularly German marks, is in- 
dicative of the great uncertainty 
as to the outcome. The German 
mark dropped to a new low rec- | 
ord this week, and is now so , 
near the vanishing point as to be scarcely worth quoting. 
The political impasse between France and Germany is, 
of course, the chief hindrance to tranquillity abroad, 
and, therefore, the main obstacle to world prosperity. 
It seems that at no time since the signing of the armistice 
has. the foreign situation been more acute or called for 
more careful handlirfg. It is not to be wondered at, 
therefore, that general business throughout Europe should 
be depressed or that foreign currencies should decline. 
However, the darkest hour is just before dawn, and an 
early-ending of the vexatious questions should surprise 
no one, 

Should the reparations problem be solved, there would 
be a very sudden awakening throughout all of industrial 
urope. In fact, the remotest corners of the world would 
benefit immeasurably by a real declaration of peace be- 
tween I*rance and Germany. It would be difficult to tell 
how far the economic rebound would go. The nations 
of Europe are hard up financially and industrially. They 
need about everything that is manufactured. They have 
been living on a hand-to-mouth basis for the last nine 
years, until there is an accumulated demand for practi- 
cally all of the necessaries of life and for many of the 
luxuries. When Europe is once relieved of the present 
restraining influences, the supplying of these needs will 
furnish the basis of a world prosperity that has never 
yet been realized. 

_ In view of the distressing situation abroad, it is in- 
deed remarkable that business in the United States should 
be of such an enormous volume. In a summary of busi- 
ness conditions for the year ended June 30, 1923, issued 
this week, the Federal Reserve Board says that the rate 
of industrial recovery during the last two years has sel- 
dom been equalled in the business history of the country. 
This recovery, the report says, has not been confined to 
any particular section, but extends among all lines of 
economic activity. Gross earnings of industrial cor- 
porations in many cases are the largest in their history. 
It is to be remembered, however, that plant capacity has 
been greatly increased within the last few years, and it 
is necessary that the mills and factories be kept running 
close to capacity in order that they may make reasonable 
profits. Overhead expenses usually are relatively so high 
when operations are curtailed to any extent that net 
profits dwindle, or vanish altogether. Never before have 
manufacturers found it so necessary to establish foreign 
outlets for their surplus prodticts as at present. For this 
reason, if for no other, a settlement of Europe's troubles 
would be most welcome to them. 
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Or course it was to be expected that Chief Justice 
Taft would take a strong stand for prohibition enforce- 
ment, whenever he should be called on to express his 
views in print, although he was opposed to national pro- 
hibition when that issue was raised. Consequently his 
foreword to Lord Shaw’s boek, “The Fellowship of the 
Laws,’ which he has entitled ““The Laws of Kinsmen,” 
though not a surprise, is ‘a welcome addition to the 
armamentarium of prohibitionists. Justice Taft keenly 
deplores the lack of respect for the law shown in America, 
commenting in this connection as follows: 


The most distressing phase is the attitude of some 
well-to-do and intelligent people who protest against 
the justice and wisdom of the law and who treat with 
levity its violations when such violations serve to 
furnish them with the wines and liquors they wish to 
have for their own enjoyment. 


It would certainly be well if more people would realize 
that protestations against the enactment of the law serve 
as little more than encouragemient to its violation.

[r 1s not necessary to accept the explanation given in 
the official announcement of the United States Public 
Health Service fully to appreciate the significance of the 
statement made therein that the span of human life was 
lengthened from forty-one to fifty-six years during the 
period that elapsed between 1870 and 1920. Nor is it 
necessary to contradict the forecast that it will be further 
lengthened during the next half century by at least twenty 
years more, though here, again, one need not accept the 
explanation that this will be due to the national health 
examination campaign proposed for the coming months 
and years. There is a growing number of people in 
America and elsewhere who believe that such beneficial 
results have accrued, and will accrue, not because of, but 
in spite of, the medical health efforts.

Trinity—Past and Present. 


DUBLIN, June 30 (Special Correspondence )—Another 
Trinity week is over. The “Rag Committee” is having a rest 
from its creative labors. The races have been run, and Trinity 
term is ambling on as lazily as a cricket match. The Governor- 
General came down in the middle of the week, and the au- 
thorities were hard put to it to find a suitable musical recep- 
tion. “God Save the King” was too obviously the war song 
of the “foreign power,” and was therefore out of the question! 
“Rule Britannia” would have met-the case, only ever since 
George Birmingham wrote “Genetal John Regan,” no Irish- 
man could fail to recognize the ‘tune! But the Governor- 
General arrived and scarcely anyone knew what the band was 
playing.

In spite of the Governor-General, Trinity Week this year 
and Trinity Week eight years ago cannot be compared. Be- 
fore the troubles the “leaders of fashion’ came from all parts 
of the country and the week was a great social event. Now— 
but let me quote the jarvey: 


Times is changed and the state of the country is too awful 

entirely. 

What would you expect from this little Free State army? 
Indeed, put yourself in the jarvey’s place and ask yourself what 
good can come of an army whose officers prefer trams to 
jarvey cars! But not even a jarvey could complain that the 
“Rag Committee” was decadent. Members of the Royal 
Family—far more popular in Ireland than is imagined—were 
impersonated with some poetic license, and were presented to 
“Signor Mussolini,” who harangued a squad of very assorted 
“Fascisti.” The “Governor-Genetal” was just perceptible 
through a mass of beard; and someone, caught by “the fascina- 
tion of what’s difficult,” gathered his Mimbs and garments into 
the favorite pose of Senator Dr. W. B. Yeats, and tried hard 
to look as though he were rapt in contemplation of the “Celtic 
twilight.” ‘The Sheik” arrived, and later on “Orders of the 
Bath” were conferred with the aid of a zinc tub. “Admirable 
fooling, quotha?’’—it has already become part of the Trinity 
tradition,

And what a tradition! Elizabeth was Queen of England 
when ‘Trinity’s Charter was granted. The gentry from all 
over the country and irrespective of creed, subscribed to the 
funds of the college, and from 1593, when it was first opened 
to students, onward, the fortunes of Trinity, like those of 
every other institution in Ireland, have followed the ups and 
downs and vagaries of Irish politics. 

Nominally, Trinity was the emblem of loyalty, but in the 
troubled life of the country it has borne its share of “enfants 
terribles.”’ The Society of United Irishmen, of which Robert 
Emmet was a member, and which was full of ““Treasons; 
stratagems, and spoils” in "98, was a Trinity product. There 
are Republican societies today. Edmund Burke and Oliver 
Goldsmith were Trinity men. It was Burke who founded 
the famous Historical Club, the earliest students’ debating 
society in the United Kingdom; and among the members of the 
club have been Moore, the poet; Charles Wolfe, who wrote 
the “Burial ot Sir John Moore’; Thomas Davis, the poet; 
and Standish O'Grady, the spiritual father of what is called 
the Irish Literary Revival. Indeed, when it comes to praising 
famous men, Trinity can easily hold its own. Swift, Con- 
greve, Berkeley, Burke, Grattan, Ferguson, to mention a few 
more as they come to mind—a roll any college might be proud 
to call, 
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Trinity College shares with the British Museum, Cam- 
bridge, the Bodleian, and the Advocates Libraries, the right to 
a copy of every book published in the’ United Kingdom. 
Trinity possesses over 250,000 volumes, and some 2000 manu- 
scripts, besides pamphlets. But the glory of Trinity is the 
old Irish manuscripts, which include the four gospels in Irish 
—said to be the oldest manuscript of Irish origin; the Book 
of Armagh, which dates from 807; the famous Book ot 
Leinster, dating from the twelfth century; and the Book of 
Kells, which has been called the most beautiful book in the 
world. It was this type of Celtic literature which inspired 
the Revival writers and the Gaelic League, and eventually 
gave color to the idealistic side of the national movement, if 
it did not actually foster it. It is strange that Trinity, with 
its tradition of exemplary loyalty, should have been the means 
of preserving this literature. ‘The fact is, history may have 
made Trinity; but Trinity has never made history. Her atti- 
tude has been that of the scholar rather than of the politician. 
She has been more concerned with ideas than with agitations. 

And the ‘Trinity of today? Will it have to fight the 
indifference or even the unsympathetic discrimination of a 
party, whose wilder ideals seem to find more fitting expression 
in the National University? Will it sufter for its loyalty? 
Professor Thrift, one of its Dail members, says it has nor 
suffered so far in these respects. Under the British regime a 
commission was set up for the investigation of such institutions 
as Trinity, and it recommended a grant of £30,000 to the 
college, but nothing came of this recommendation, owing to 
the change of government. 

> > > 


Not that the recommendation is entirely abandoned: it is 
merely shelved and is not likely to be discussed until after the 
elections. Trinity needs the money; but in addition to this dis- 
appointment, comes the certainty of an actual loss of £6000 
annually, if Mr. Hogan's land purchase bill becomes law. 
The college derived a large revenue from its lands, but it has 
received few, if any, rents during the last two years—an ex- 
perienc¢ common to most Irish landlords.- The Free Srate 
Government, recognizing the college's need, and bearing in 
mind the recommendations of the British Commission, granted 
the sum of £6000 last year. Although no decision has yet 
been reached, it is hoped that £10,000 will be forthcoming 
for the present year. 

The Great War helped to do away with many social 
prejudices. English universities became less the property of 
a particular class; the same has happened at Trinity. There 
is now a large number of farmers’ sons and boys of similar 
standing at the college—a type portrayed, if not represented, 
by Lennox Robinson’s ‘““White-Headed Boy’’—and there is no 
questioning the benefit which comes from this permeating of 
liberal education through all ranks of society. There is an 
urbanity in the history which shelters in Trinity’s quadrangles 
and rests under its academic elms. It has a leavening in- 
fluence in a country yhich has too often been on the one hand 
lulled into ignorance, and on the other sharpened into bigotry.
